work d urin g the aftern oon in obed i­ 
en ce to the call for a gen eral strike. 
This call alread y has been obeyed by 
20,000 factory han d s in the capital. 
It will be impossible, howev er, to pre­ 
d ict the success of this un iv ersal pol­ 
itical strike un til 
Mon d ay, as the 
workmen In St 
Petersburg an d the 
prov in ces hav e two holid ays. Satur­ 
d ay, which is the fete d ay of the d ow­ 
ager empress an d a great religious 
feast, an d the regular holid ay of Sun ­ 
d ay 
The on ly other av ailable in d ex to 
the situation are the railroad s. 
The 
railroad men hav e n ot heed ed the call 
for a gen eral strike, except in the case 
of an in sign ifican t bobtail lin e run n in g 
to shore resorts in the v icin ity of St. 
Petersburg. 
The men of this road 
barricad ed the lin e, with the result 
that t h e y had an un importan t collision 
With Cossacks. 
In the mean time the fate of the 
Stolypin cabin et sways in the balan ce 
an d Russia is upon the v erge of d is­ 
ord ers which may lead either to the 
reign of the military or the proletariat. 
It can be stated d efin itely that the 
first step toward a d ictatorship may be 
taken Sun d ay or Mon d ay by the n om­ 
in ation of Gran d Duke Nicholas to the 
chief comman d of all the troops in 
Russia. 
This would v irtually place 
him in con trol of all the d isturbed d is­ 
tricts of the empire where martial 
law has been proclaimed . 
This matter was a subject of earn ­ 
est d iscussion d urin g the in terv iew be 
tween the emperor an d Premier Stolv - 
pin yesterd ay, from which the pre 
mier return ed in a greatly v exed state 
of min d . 
The rev olution at Sv eaborg 
an d Cron stad t 
an d the mutin y on 
board the cruiser Pamyat A /.ov a g av * 
the ton e to the con v ersation between 
his m ajesty an d the premier T h ese 
ev en ts, although they hav e all en d ed 
fortuulately. apparen tly hav e left a 
stron g impression upon the min d of 
the emperor. 
It is learn ed from a 
high source that the n omin ation of I 
Gran d I Hike Nicholas to the post of 
comman d er in chief, if mad e, will he 
an n oun ced as 
for the purpo se of bar 
mon tzln g tho activ ity of all tro o ps 
without referen ce to political n ffn irs." 
hut Premier Stolypln Is scarcely d in 
posed to regard the n omin ation in the 
high light. 
Pickets of cav alry an d in 
fn n try were the most con spicuous fe» 
turn s tin the streets of St Petersburg 
last n ight. 
Busin ess houses gen erally 
hav e board ed up their win d ows as 
tf** d id in the d ays of the great Oc­ 
tober strike. Practically all the street 
cars in the city hav e stopped run n in g 
an d the rah d riv ers are threaten in g to 
cease work. 
A d ispatch from Seslroretzk says 
that heav y rein forcemen ts are bein g 
poured in there, ev id en tly in fear of 
an attack upon the gov ern men t oar 
trld ge an d small arm factory located 
in that suburb.

Miller is the man 
whose former d ismissal from the in ­ 
stitution two years ago on accoun t of 
his refusal to join the un ion was re­ 
v oked by Presid en t Roosev elt.

that time th« * presid en t took occasion 
to pron oun ce the gov ern men t prin tin g 
office an “open shop." 
Sev eral weeks ago Miller was for­ 
mally charged with in subord in ation 
He was suspen d ed an d was called 
upon to make an swer to the charges. 
Miller ign ored the matter, ample time 
hav in g been giv en him to chan ge his 
min d , hut without result. 
He has n ow 
receiv ed the formal ord er d ismissin g 
him from the serv ice. Miller tormerly 
liv ed In Min n eapolis. 
Sin ce the af­ 
fair of two years ago he has con tin ual­ 
ly an tagon ized the un ion . 
The public prin ter also d ismissed 
Milo Shan ks, foreman of the secon d 
type-settin g d iv ision . 
The case of 
Shan ks furn ished the presid en t an 
other oppor; un ity to again express 
himself regard in g the con d uct of the
